Slight Gains For Democrats. 


Portland, Me., Sept. 8.—The election 


n Maine today resulted in general as 
ollows: 


For Governor, Hon. John S. Hill of 


Augusta was elected with a plurality 
of 27,000, as estimated on the returns 
Tom two hundred towns, a loss of flf- 
:een per cent from his last vote. 


The four congressmen, Ajnos L. Al- 


en from the first district, Charles E. 


from the second, Edwin C. 


Burleigh from the third and Llewellyn 
Dowers from 
the fourth were re- 


lected, with a tendency to decreased 
pluralities, whcih were most marked 
n the case of Congressman Allen in the 
first, where the democrats led by Dr. 
Seth C. Gordon, made heavy inroads 
nto the republican strength. 


The legislature, while as usual pre- 


ponderantly republican, will have an 
uncommon 
number 
of 
democratic 


members, some of the strongest repub- 
ican towns of tho state electing 
representatives 
of 
that 
color. 


The senate has one democrat in thir- 
ty-one members, L. M. Staples of Knox 
county, but in the house there will be 
a division of rather greater proportions 
than usual, the complexion 
o£ this 


body b&ing almost invariably repub- 
ican. It is believed from nearly com- 
plete returns that there will be from 
twenty 
to 
twenty-five dem- 


ocrats out of a total of about one hun- 
dred and fifty members. 


The city of Portland breaks a long 


record by electing one democrat out 
of her seven representatives, one rep- 
resentative being heavily cut by his 
party in every word, while in Knox 
county towns, out of seven legislative 
candidates, five are democrats. The 
other two are representatives whjo 
carried their own city, Rockland, by 
majorities of about one hundred. 


Pennell, the democratic candidate 


for mayor in Cumberland county, is 
elected by about 2000 plurality. 


The cutting of Sheriff 
Fogg was a feature of the voting, this 
official running thirty-five behind the 
head of the ticket nominated by the 
republicans. 


There were twenty-eight

ordered Gen. Sumner, commanding the 
department of Mindanao, to lead a col- 
nun against the Mat-in Moros. In his 
order Gen. Chaffee suggests that eight 
L-ompanies of infantry, two troops of 
cavalry and one battery shall form at 
camp Vicars, Island of Mindanao. It 
is expected that the column will move 
within a week. 


Most of the attacks upon the Amer- 


ican forces have originated in the Ma- 
cin country. This movement is to be 
directed against hostiles, several of 
whom aie enumerated in Gen. Chaf- 
fee's order.

There are several Moro 
strongholds in the Macin country.

"When I lett Manila the death rate 


was 90 a day. 


"An equal number were stricken 


with the disease daily. 


"Of course, there were a number 


of pueblos in the interior from which 
we never hear, and in these places 
the death rate was said to be enor- 
mous. 


"It is difficult to get figures of the 


.mortality due to cholera, because ol 
:he fact that the natives hide the dead 
and try to keep knowledge of the pres- 
ence of the disease from the author- 
ities."

The above, which we clip from a 


democratic exchange, is a fair sample 
of the stuff very generally put forth 
by the democratic press at the present 
time when speaking of the trusts and 
the attitude of the administration to- 
ward the trusts.
